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ZOOLOGY. 


For Ornithologists the most noteworthy event of the year 1908 is the 
discovery of the Dartford Warbler breeding at Ludlow. Hitherto this in- 
teresting little bird had not been ascertained to nest anywhere so far to the 
N.W. [+t has since transpired though that a pair did nest on Cannock Chase 
some Years ago (see Zoologist.) 


The cold rainy summer had the effect of delaying the arrival of many 
of the migrants, whilst even after they had taken up their quarters here they 
were remarkably silent. The Cuckoo and Chiffchalf were particularly notico- 
able in this respect. On the other hand the autumm wag very mild so that 
Noctule Bats continued to fly up to the unprecedented date November 12th, 
and Swifts were observed on October 22nd—quite a month after the usual 
dato of departure, 


A Pine Marten wes taken at Llanfyllin, though locally oxtinet for 
many yoars back. Several Otters were observed in the Severn in the midst 
of Shrewsbury, and stayed for some time; the species appears to be on the 
inerease throughout the district. 

In North Wales we have several intoresting records, the most remark- 
able being the breeding of the White Wagtail at Criccieth, and the ocenr- 
rence of the Stone Curlew at Towyn: It had not previously been recorded 
in this part of the kingdom. 


Several Waxwings were shot at Minsterley in December ; more than 
30 years after the last specimens were obtained in Shropshire, Marly in the 
winter there was a considerable influx of wild ducks into the district includ- 
ing Pintuils, Shovelers, Scaup, Smew, and Red-breasted Merganser ; whilst 
the local breeding colony of Tufted Ducks showed a marked increase, A 
Brent Goose was shot at Cressage in January; this is one of the rarest of its 
tribe in Shropshire. Amongst other locally uncommon species we have notes 
of oceurrence of the Pomeatorlhine Skua, Redshank, Black Tern, Green Sand- 
piper, Grey Phalarope, Spotted Crake, Bittern, Shag, Peregrine Falcon, Corn 
Bunting, and Mealy Redpoll. The record includes several notes on Fishes— 
a branch of study too much neglected by the majority of Field Clubs.

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ENTOMOLOGY. 


The Seagon 1903 was without doubt the very worst in the experience 
of the present generation of Entomologists, even worse than 1902; many 
species, usually more or less common, either not Leing observed at all or only 
in very scanty numbers, and even then generally yery much later than usual. 
In consequence larvae and pupae were so scarce in the latter half of the year 
that grave fears are entertained for future years, 


flowever even 1903 had its redeeming features ; the most noteworthy, 
perhaps, being the appearance of Vanessa Cardui (Painted Lady Butterfly) 
in unusually large numbers in September; this was noticeable in many parts 
of the kingdom, . 


I regret being still unable to inaugurate any systematic method of 
recording, which I hope to do on the appearance of the Victoria History of 
Shropshire; but the following list includes insects either (1) considered 
worthy of notice, or (2) which do not appear from previous Records to have 
been noted in their respective districts ; among the former may be mentioned 
Sphinx Convolvuli, Seotosia Certata, Platypteryx hanmiula 
(binaria) and the uncertain Macroglossa Stellatarum, T shall be 
pleased to correspond with any Shropshire Untomologists with whom I have . 
not previously had, the pleasure of doing so.

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METEOROLOGY. 


January.—The month opened with frost which was 
succeeded by rain and floods; then a spell of frosty weather set 
in which permitted a few days of skating. Thaw commenced on 
18th; there were gales on the 25th and 26th. 13 days of frost 
were registered at (22). Birds began singing on 28th, Winds 
were principally 5, 8.W,, also 5.Jé. 


February,—'though’ the first part was mild and fair, 
winds sprang up and conlinued almost without intermission 
through the month, ‘There was a gale on 19th; another on 26th 
which was general over the Kingdom. On 2Ist 2 dust haze was 
noticed in many places causing rain-water to appear turbid and 
to throw down a muddy deposit. Not much rain-—average for 
the County, 1°95 only ; snow on Ist ; wind mostly 8. Westerly. 


March.-—The mild winds of last month continued into 
this and lasted most of the month, but rough gales were 
experienced towards the close. Winds were chiefly S. and 8.W. 
There was a fair amount. of sunshine An inch of rain was 
measured at (4) (4). There was thunder and lightuing on 28th. 


April—aA fine bright month ; there was less rain than in 
any other mouth of the year. ‘lhe mild weather however gave 
place to cold, especially at night-time There were 11 days of 
frost at (22), and hail. saow and sleet on 13th. The farmers 
complained of a Lack ward-sowing season the ground being so wet. 
Swallows were scen on 13th at (10). on 2lst at (22), Cuckoo on 
21st at (10), on 22nd at (22). Sandpiper on 24th at (10). 


May.—tThe earlier portion of the month was very wet, 
excessive rain fell in the Oswestry district on the 5th; rain 
coramenced at mid-day, there was hail at 2 o’clock, and much 
flooding, the Town itself being regularly washed out. The dull, 
cold forbidding weather changed to 1 more genial kind about the 
middle of the mouth, but even theu Northerly winds prevailed. 
Swifts were geen on the 20th; and many Swallows and Martins 
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on 9th. Jt is noteworthy that about Easter time a few members 
of the Swallow family are seen, then there seems to be a period 
during which few aro about, then the main body appear about 
the time stated above. Wild Hyacinths appeared about 23rd ; 
all these notes at (10). Plum blossom much injured by frost. 


June.— Cold, with a considerable amount of rain, but we 
were fortunate in Shropshire not to be treated to the deluges 
that occurred in other parts of England. At Shoehuryness, a spot 
which is considered to be one of the dryest in Mnigland, 6-2in. fell, 
Winds were chiefly N. and N.1.: of these were registered, 30 con- 
secutive daysin May and June: the hindrance to flowering plants 
must have been great. Clover pastures were very backward (1) 
There was frost on 20th doing much damage to potatoes (20), and 
very cold to 22nd. Frost 2 degrees on 2lst at (22); frost ou 
21st at (29). ‘Thunderstorms were noted on 6 days. 


July.—Those were fortunate who took advantage of the 
first half of this month to save their hay crop, for later on rains 
set in and continued “right along”; there were thunderstorms 
on 5 days, one of exceptional severity on 18th at (10). 


August..—A wet month; the extraordinary weather 
continued, the temperature generally being low and more like 
autumn. Rains, owing to the Atlantic disturbances, set in about 
13th and continued till the 12th of next ; ; very damping, no 
doubt, to pleasure seekers. fruit failed to ripen ; corn harvest 
was hindered. 2°15 of rain was registered at (7) on the 24th. 
The wind was, as a rule moderate, chiefly from S. and W. A gale 
on 9th at (22); the harvest was not commenced. : 


September.—Very changeable and cool weather at the 
commencement, culminating iu a severe gale on |2th which 
did much damage on sea and land (Royal Meteorological Society 
Aeport). ‘The grain harvest was gathered with difficulty ; a few 
fine days occurred from 12th to 21st, when rain set in again, 
There was a good deal of lightning ene the month (1); bail- 
storm on 12th (29). 


October.-—An exceedingly wet month ; rain every day 
(18), The harvest was gathered under exceptional difficulties (1). 
Oswestry was again visited with a deluge, but not so severely as 
in May. The aggregates for this month ave lar ge. Nearly 10in. 
at (5), 8 at (6), the average for the County 6 35in. The wind 
was moderate in force, and “ranged from 8.1]. through 8. to 8. W. 
Not much thunder or lightning rand but little bright sunshine,

November.-—Generally a fairly dry month and mild, the 
Dahblias lasted all through without being cut down (1), The 
weather was more settled with high Barometic pressure. A heavy 
fall of rain occurred on 27th, 1 inch and upwards being measured 
at several of our Stations. Wind moderate, chiefly from N. and 
N.W. There were 8 days of frost (22). Barley was out on 17th ! (4). 


December.—No record in the County of as much as 
1 inch rain-fall on any day; the weather was dull and sunless ; 
a heavy fog on 5th, which was general over England. Most of 
the wind was from the South. The beginning and end of the 
month was cold ; the middle mild and warm. 52° at (10). There 
were | 1 days of frost (22). .
